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Compensation Distinct From 


Insurance and Payable in 
Addition to It 


Uncle Sam's way of, giving: money 


compensation for soldiers ' totally or 
partly disabled or dying from injuries 
13 explained In a bulletin just prepared 
by the war risk section, S.O.S. 


Tha bulletin tells the amounts and 


conditions of payments to men dis- 
cfcarsed from the service and incapable 
of earning money at any employment, 
or able to make only part earnings. It 
specines also the 
payments for de- 


pended fathers and mothers, widows 
and children. 
• It is emphasized that compensation 
Is distinct from insurance, and is pay- 
able in addition to insurance. 
Insur- 


ance matures and becomes payable on 
permanent disability or death, but not 
upon partial or temporary disability. 
Compensation applies to every officer, 
enlisted man and member of the Army 
.Nurse Corps who suffers death or dis- 
ability from personal injury or from 
disease contracted in line of duty 
•while in active service. 


Regardless or Service 


Insurance is paya^le'whether or not 


the death or disability is incurred i:\ 
line of duty, anil regardless of whether 


the insured IB 4n the service at 
the 


time he dies or is disabled. 


Insurance entitles a man or his de- 


pendents to a fljced sum depending 
upon the amount of insurance he has 
seen fit to carry. These payments 
amount to 
$57.60 a month for 
240 


months where $10,000 insurance his 
been carried. 


Compensation Is payable In amounts 


nxed by law and is supplemental in *H 
respects to the amount received on a 
man's insurance- 
A man totally and 


permanently disabled, for exemple. re- 
ceives $100 a month during his life -is 
compensation. In addition to the $57.50 
a month for his insurance. In case ut 
his death, his dependents receive both 
the compensation and the insurance. 


It is specified'that a widow, to re- 


ceive compensation must have married 
the insured man not more than ten 
years after he was Injured. A widower, 
surviving a member of the Army Nurse 
Corps, is 
entitled 
to 
compensation 


whenever his condition is such that. If 
the deceased person were living-. Ixa 
would have been dependent on her for 
support. 


Until Widow Remnrrln 


Compensation to a widow continues 


until her marriage or death; to chil- 
dren until the age of IS or marriage, 
unless a child is insane or otherwise 
Incapatiated. and then payments con- 
tinue during incapacity. 


The compensation for soldiers to- 


tally disabled is na loliows: 


If the soldier has neither wife nor 


child, 530 a month; if he has a wife, 
but no child, 5-15 a month: a wife and

>ne child, 555 a month; wife and two 
children, ?65; wife and three or more 
children, 575 a month; if ho has no 
vlfe. but one child, $40, and ?10 each 
lor a second or third child. An addi- 
.ional allowance of $20 a month for a 
nurse or attendant may be made if the 
soldier is physically helpless. 


However, the soldier receives $100 a 


month should he have aufTered the loss 
of both hands, both feet or both eyes, 
or should he become totally helpless 
or bedridden from causes occurring in 
ine of duty. In this case,, though, the 
extra allowance of $20 a month for at- 
tendance Is not paid, 


Where Death Follows Injury 


Below.are the compensations provi- 


sions for families where a 
soldier's 


death has resulted from Injury: 


If there is a widow,.but no child, the 


ridow gets $25 a month. A widow with 
one child receives1 $35, a widow with 
two children, 542.50, and for a -third 
and fourth child ?5 each. 


If there is no widow, but one chile!, 


the compensation is $20; for two chil- 
dren it is $30; three children, $40, an-1 
$5 each for a fourth and fifth child. 


For either a dependent father or 


mother the payment is -$20, ahd 
If 


there are two dependent parents the 
payment is $30. The amount payable 
to either or both parents shall not be 


ore than the difference between tbQ 


amount paid to the widow or children, 
or both, and $75. That is, the total 
compensation for a deceased soldier's 
family shall not be more than .$75. 


It is also provided that parents may 


not receive compensation for the death 
of- more than one sou. A widow can- 
not receive compensation for both hus- 
band and son." Compensation is pay- 
able to parents whether their depen- 
dency arises before or after the death 
of the soldier, but not If It arises more 
than five years after his-, death. 
"When Compensation Censes 


"When, any person sharing in com- 


pensation ceases to receive it, either by 
reason of death, marriage or for other 
cause, the remaining beneficiaries au- 
tomatically receive increased amounts, 
to correspond to ttie payments they 
would have received had they been the 
sole beneficiaries In the first place. 


When a soldier's disability is par- 


tial, his monthly compensation shall 
be a percentage of the compensation 
he would have received had his dis- 
ability been total. 
The partial com- 


pensation is based on the degree of 
loss in his earning capacity. In reck- 
oning this loss of earning power, stand- 
ard percentages are being established, 
and after a man has been placed in one 
class his compensation will not be re- 
duced in case he succeeds in increas- 
ing his earning power by overcoming 
the handicap of a permanent injury. 
Courses of vocational education for in- 
sured men are also being established. 


The government will provide suitable 


surgical and medical care, hospital fa- 
cilities and artificial limbs or other 
appliances. 
Injuries Apparently Cured 


Special regulations for apportion- 


ment are made for cases where a dis- 
abled soldier and his wife are not liv- 
ing together, and in cases where a 
widow may not have her children in 
her custody. 


Those having suffered injuries ap- 


parently cured must submit themselves 
to medical examiners within one year 
after leaving the service and obtain s 
certificate showing the nature of their 
injury. 
In such cases, compensation 


for death or disability resulting from 
.the Injury shall bs payable whenever 
the death or disability occurs. 


Compensation -~ ill not be provided 


while the person is receiving service 
or retirement pay.

Insurance and Payable in 


Addition to It 


Uncle Sam's way of giving money 


compensation for soldiers totally or 
panly disabled or dying from injuries 
is explained-in a bulletin just prepared 
by ilia war risk section. S.CXS. 


The bulletin tells the amounts and 


conditions of payments to men dis- 
charged from the service and Incapable 
of earning: money at any employment, 
or able to mako only part earnings. It 
specifies also the 
payments for de- 


pended fathers and mothers, widows 
and children. 


It is emphasized that compensation 


is distinct from insurance, and is pay- 
able in addition to insurance. 
Insur- 


ance matures and becomes payable on 
permanent disability or death, but not 
upon partial or temporary disability. 
Compensation applies to every officer, 
enlisted man and member of the Army 
Nurse Corps who suffers death or dis- 
ability from personal injury or from 
disease contracted 
in__line of duty 


while in active service. 


Itotfardlesa of Service 


Insurance is payable whether or not 


the death or disability is incurred in 


• line of duty, and regardless of whether 


the insured is In the service at tha 
iline'he dies or is disabled.

An addi- 
tional allowance of $20 a month for a 
nurse or attendant may be mado if the 
soldier is physically helpless. 


However, the soldier receives ?100 a 


month should he have suffered the loss 
of both hands, both feet or both eyes, 
or should he become totally helpless 
or bedridden from causes occurring in 
line of duty. In this case,, though, the 
extra allowance of $20 a month for at- 
tendance is not paid. 


"Where Denili l-'olloTvs Injury 


Below are the compensations provi- 


sions for families where a soldier's 
death has resulted from injury: 


If there is a widow, but no child, the 


widow gets ?25 a month. A widow with 
one child receives $35, a widow with 
two children, $42.50, and for a third 
and fourth child $5 each. 


If there is no widow, but one child, 


the compensation is ?20; cor two chil- 
dren it is $30; three children, $40, an"l 
$5 each for a fourth and fifth child. 


For either a dependent 
father or 


mother the payment is 
$20, and if 


there are Uvo dependent parents the 
payment is $30. The amount payable 
to either or both parents shall not be 
more than the. difference be.tween the 
amount paid to the widow or children, 
or both, and $75. That is, the total 
compensation -for a deceased soldier's 
family shall not he more than $75. - 


It is also provided that parents may 


not receive compensation for the death 
of more than one son. 
A widow can- 


not receive compensation for both hus- 
band and son. 
Compensation is pay- 


able to parents whether their depen- 
dency arises before or after the death 
of the soldier, but not if it .arises more 
trfan five years after his d^eath. 


"When Compensation Censes 


When any person, sharing- in com- 


pensation ceases to receive it, either by 
reason of death, marriage or for other 
cause, the remaining1 beneficiaries au- 
tomatically receive increased amounts, 
to correspond to the payments they 
would have received had they been the 
sole beneficiaries In the first place. 


When a soldier's disability is par- 


tial, his monthly compensation shall 
be a .percentage of the compensation 
he would have received had his dis- 
ability been total. 
The partial com- 


pensation is based on the degree of 
loss in his earning capacity. In reck- 
oning this loss of earning power, stand- 
ard percentages are being established, 
and after a man has been placed in ona 
class his compensation will not be re- 
duced in case he succeeds in increas- 
ing his earning power by overcoming 
the handicap of a permanent Injury. 
Courses of vocational education for in- 
sured men are also being established. 


The government will provide suitable 


surgical and medical care, hospital fa- 
cilities and artificial limbs or other 
appliances. 


Injuries Apparently Cnred 


Special regulations for apportion- 


ment are made for cases where a dis- 
| abled soldier and his wife are not Uv- 
| ing together, and in cases where a. 


I widow may not have her children 
her custody. 


Those having suffered injuries ap- 


parently cured must submit themselves 
to medical examiners within one year 
after leaving the service and obtain f 
certificate showing the nature of their 
injury. 
In such cases, compensation 


for death or disability resulting from 
the injury shall he payable whenever 
thr death or disability occurs. 


Compensation will not be provided 


while the person is receiving servic 
or retirement pay.
